Found guilty of neglect of minor 
children, Carey Cox. 35, and his 
wife, Helen. 3-1. 
parents of six 
small children, two of whom were 
burned to death in a fire in their 
W illiamsport trailer home May 29, 
were 
free Saturday under five 
years probation. 
At the end of a lengthy hear­ 
ing during which more 
than a 
•core 
of 
witnesses 
testified 
in 
Pickaway county juvenile court, 
Judge Sterling M. Lamb, Friday 
afternoon, sentenced each parent 
to one year in jail and fined each 
$1,000. However, execution of the 
penalties was deferred for 
five 
years and Judge Lamb warned 
Mr. and Mrs -Cox that they will 
be jailed in the event that any 
time during that period they leave 
their children uncared for or oth­ 
erwise neglect them. 
Under 
the 
court’s 
order the 
parents must report at regular in­ 
tervals over the five-year period 
to Probation Officer John Kerns. 
Judge Lamb told Cox he m ust ob­ 
tain steady work and provide a 
proper home for the family within 
the next 60 days. 
Five of the six Cox children were 
burned in the trailer fire. 
Lamest Eugene, 9, and Del­ 
ores 
Gene, 2, died in Berger 
hospital several hours after the 
fire. Curtiss Lee, 5, also badly 
burned, Is still a (tatlent there 
and may require plastic surgery. 
Woodrow Nelson, 7, Is being car­ 
ed for temporarily by an uncle 
and aunt, Mr. and Mrs, Fred 
GotJiard, 
Columbus.

uith the parents. 
The fire occurred during the 
parents’ absence and Cox told the 
court that he and his wife were 
at the time hunting for a house 
to 
rent.

E arnest was building a fire in 
order to pop corn for himself and 
brothers and sisters exploded and 
the trailer was sprayed with flam ­ 
ing oil. 
W itnesses testified that Earnest, 
dying in the hospital, said to his 
father:

ward drove from the hospital to 
the Gothard home at Columbus ' 
and w ere not present when Earnest 
and Delores succumbed.
